It  Is  as  tragic  a  happening  as 
could  be  Imagined  for  KIuk  Leopold,  the  mo/'j 
devoted  of  husbands,  who  was  driving  the  car 
In  which  the  fatal  accident  occurred.  Hi.s 
Majeaty  was  injured,  but  not  seriously;  It  Is  his 
feelings  as  so  loving  a  husband  that  must  be  hurt 
to  tha  quick.  Belgium  has  suffered  two  great 
lossaa  within  a  couple  of  years  It  was  early  In 
10S4  that  King  Albert  was  killed  by  a  fall  while 
mountain  climbing. 

Queen  Astrid  was  loved  by  the  Belgian  people 
because  of  her  many  gracious  qualities.  She  was 
an  intense  lover  of  her  home  life  and  possessed 
of  a  broad  humanitarian  outlook  on  the  welfare 
of  her  people.  She  had  a  personality  which 
commanded  respect.  As  a  Swedish  Princess  she 
won  all  heart'  in  her  own  country,  and  her  wed- 
ding to  Prince  Leopold  was  as  popular  an  e-vent 
as  there  has  been  in  royal  marriages  In  Europe 
for  a  long  time.
